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Latest ndvices show that the attend- 


ance at the National Education Associa- 


tion convention in Jiily will be much 


greater than originally estimated, 
thought today that the number of regis- 
trations will reach 55,000, said Lincoln 
Owen, who is chairman of the accom- 
modations committee and who has charge 
of housing the delegates and guests dur- 


ing the convention, 

The executive committee today issued 
a tabular report comprising schedules of 
all the sessions of the National Education 
Association convention showing where 
and when the regular meetings will ve 
held. 

Latest returns indicate that 
teachers sre coming from the West than 
was expected, It is sarees now to 
get berths on trains leaving & ‘hieago for 
Boston on June 30, and accommodations 
on the trains from Chicago to Boston 
during the Inst days of June and first 
days of July are fast being booked by 
ronvention delegates from the West. 

More requests for bulletins and infor- 
mation pbout the convention have been 
received at headquarters this year than 
at the time of the convention seven years 
ago, Mr. Owen said, and it is confidently 
believed that the convention will be as 
largely attended as the former one when 
55,000 were registered. 

The accommodations committee, work- 
ing under Mr. Owen, have arranged 
rooms for about 15,000 people, including 
quarters at city and suburban hotels, 
lodging houses and private dwellings. 
The committee is seeking to divert as 
many people as possible to the suburbs, 
especially Cambridge and Brookline. 

*Assignments to rooms are not being 
made for the teachers in advance. The 
delegates will choose their rooms:on ar- 
riving in the city with the assistance of 
the accommodations committee, the 
early comers getting the first choice, All 
the rooms have been recommended as 
suitable for occupancy. 

Each state will have a special head- 
quarters at some city hotel. A ,printed 
list will be made of the state headquar- 
ters which-will be kept at the conven- 
tion headquarters in the old art museum 
building. 

Mrs. Emma Gulliver of the Dillaway 
school, Roxbury, chairman of the assign- 
ment committee, who is in charge of the 
work of looking up rooms outside the 
‘larger hotels, estimates that she has 
secured accommodations for 9000, and 
will arrange lodgings for many more 
before the convention opens. 

Fifty rooms in the Franklin Square 
House and the three dormitories of the 
New England Conservatory of Music 
have been secured. The latter places 
have accommodations for about 300. _ 

The suburbs have been searched for 
rooms and it is expected that at least 
"2500 persons will be housed in Cam- 
bridge. Winthrop and Revere will get 
at least 300 each, while AMston, Brigh- 
ton, Roxbury, Dorchester, South Boston, 
Jamaica Plain and other nearby suburbs 
will get their share.

Mr. Wickersham Declares 
the Reckless Issue of Sec- 
urities Is As Demoralizing 
as Lotteries Are.

less issue of railroad stocks and bonds 
is as demoralizing to the public. as lot-

made an argument in favor of federal 
regulation and control of all railroad is- 


sues, in an address before the Illinois 


Bar Association here today. 
He contended that such federal control 
was an essential part of the govern- 


ment’s supervision of interstate com- 


merce and presented numerous quota- 
tions from supreme court decisions to 
support his‘arguments. He discussed at 
length the technical legal phases of the 
proposition. 


“Kconomists and courts alike.” he said, 
“have condemned the reckless‘ issue of 
stock and bonds by railroad companies 
without adequate consideration, which 
has come to be generally regarded as an 
evil, certainly as demoralizing in its 
effect 
of lottery tickets from one state to an- 
other. 

“The 20 years period of railroad re- 
ceiverships and foreclosures, the reports 
of which fill many volumes of reports of 
decisions of the federal courts, testifies 
eloquently to the practical effect of such 
unwarranted issues of securities upon 
the ability of railroad companies to 
properly perform their functions as in- 
strumentalities of interstate commerce; 
while the utterance of stock for inade- 
quate or fictitious consideration has fur- 
nished the opportunity for the most irre- 
sponsible and speculative control of these 
highways of commerce, and has resulted 
in the injury which always fdllows a 
control of property by those who have 
no real investment in it. 
| “Such control, all experience shows, 
‘will not be generally exercised in. the 
‘interest of the road, and to insure such 
conservative management as is nec- 
to meet the requirement of the 
public by the proper discharge of the 
‘obligations imposed upon the carrier by 
law. 

“On the conrtrary, it is almost inevit- 
able that such control be emploved for 
purely speculative purposes and to secure 
immediate profit to those in temporary 
control. It is this public aspect which 
lends force/to the conviction that ‘wat- 
‘ered’ and ‘bonus’ stock is one of the 
| greatest abuses connected with the man- 
‘agement of corporations, and it is this 
effect upon the fitness of the carriers to 
perform their duties under national leg- 
islation that requires and justifies fed- 
eral supervision and control of the sub- 
ject.” 

The attorney-general argued 
legislation to secure such control 
plainly within the constitutional power 
of Congress. He pointed out that the 
extent of the obligations which a carrier 
might incur had a direct effect upon the 
determination of the reasonableness of 
transportation rates, and that the work 
of the interstate commerce commission 
would be greatly facilitated if, before 
stocks, and bonds were issued, the con- 
sideration therefor were ascertained by

the commission to be full and adequate. 
“The great arteries of communication,” 
he concluded, “can be properly regulated 
in the public interest by a central na- 
ticnal power, which should be exercised 
to correct every evil of a public charac- 
ter.”

ARMY MANEUVERS 
IN GERMANY WILL 
BE RELD IN AUTUMN 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
BERLIN--The Emperor will, as usual, 
‘be present at the imperial army maneu- 
vers, Which are announced to take place 
from Sept. 8 to 10, in the neighborhood 
of Konigsberg and Dantzig on the Baltic 
sen, Although the maneuvers will not 
be carried out on quite so large a scale 
": as in 1908, they will be of special inter- 
est, since the army will cooperate with 
the fleet, and the most up-to-date 
methods of communication will be util- 
ized, 

The aerial fleet, consisting of dirigibles 
of the Zeppelin, the Gross and the Par- 
seval types, together with aeroplanes of 
the Wright type, as well as some of Ger- 
man design and manufacture, will be 
used for -reconnoitering purposes, 

Wireless telegraphy and telephony will 
also be utilized to enable the command: 
ers to keep in touch with the various 
branches of the army and the airships, 
in addition to which, automobiles will be 
requisitioned for the purpose of facili: 
tating the transport of officers from one 
point to another. 

It is atated that, in addition to the 
regular troops serving in the German 
army, numbering 621,112 officers and 
men, no leas than 860,882 reservista will 
be called up to serve with the colors for 
a poriod this season. The total number 
of soldiers under arma will, therefore, 
amount to 077,004, although they will 
mot all take part in the imperial manou: 
vers,

Ceara trees treat- 
ed with fish manure will, judging from 
their size today, reach maturity at three 
years instead of four to six years and 
thatr condition appears in every respect 
to be strong and flourishing.” In this 
connection it may be noted that fish ma- 
nure was applied to toddy palms in the 
early days of the British in India.

gest saw-milling companies on the Can- 
udian Pacific coast are uniting to or- 
ganize a company for the purpose of 
establishing lumber yards in the pr6v- 
inces of Saskatchewan and Manitoba, in 
order to counteract the present high 
prices maintained by existing yards, and 
which it is claimed are destroying the 
demand, 


The projected company will benefit all 
the mill owners who desire to join the 
enterprise, as well as the consumers in 
the provinces named, to whom it is in- 
tended to furnish lumber at from $1 to 
$4 per thousand less than is now charged.

GERMANS PROTEST 
AGAINST RECKLESS 
DRIVING OF AUTOS

BERLIN—Continual complaints are be- 
ing made by the inhabitants of the 
country districts as to the behavior of 
motor-car drivers. It is said that they 
drive .recklessly through the country, ig- 
noring both the safety and the comfort 
of the inhabitants. So loud is the voice 
of the public on,this question at the 
present ue that the matter was 
made the subjéct of some forcible re- 
marks in the lower house of the Prus- 
sian Diet recently. Members from the 
Center, the National Liberal party, and 
the Conservative party are expressing in 
forcible language their views of the situ- 
ation. 

While, however, he admitted that the

Celebrating Argentine Centenary 
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(Special Correspondence of The Monitor.) 

BUENOS ALRES-—-The day, the event- 
ful day, haa come and gone and the peo- 
ple of Buenos Airea may justly be con- 
gratulated on the magnificent spectacle 
presented at every one of the events 
staged with consummate care for the 
celebration of that great event in the 
national history of the country, which 
took place 100 years ago this twenty- 
fifth day of May and ia known as the 
Revolution of May. 

At sunrise, not only in the great city 
of Buenos Aires itself, but in every town 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
country, the appearance of the “Sol de 
Mayo” was greeted with a discharge of 
cannon or the letting off of bombs and 
the glad ringing of bells from every 
church tower. 

At 9 o'clock between 20,000 and 30,000 
children were aasembled in the great 
square in front of the Government House 
around the statue or pyramid of Liberty 
and, at a given signal, united their voices 
in singing the Argentine national hymn 
and saluting the flag of their country. 

After the children had withdrawn, the 
President with his ministers and the 
foreign delegates accompanied by the 
Infanta Isabel and President Montt of 
Chile, assembled in the center of the 
Plaza to lay the foundation stone of the 
monument to the revolution, which, when 
erected, will be one of the most attrac- 
tive objects in the city. 

The entire press of the city 1s unani- 
mous in praising the appearance of the 
bearers of the Star Spangled Banner, 
to whose lot it fell, in the absence of 


the representatives of Great Britain, to}, . 


represent the characters which dis- 
tinguish the marines of the Anglo-Saxon 
races. 

Following the men of the United 
States came marines from the French, 
Spanish, Italian, Dutch, Portuguese, 
Austrian, German, Uruguayan and Cbil- 
ean fleets and, finally, marching as one 
man with an automatic precision -which 
drew upon them the attention of every 
one came the Japanese, many of whom 
were heroes of the great naval battle 
of Teushima. 

The real event of the day, namely, the 
march past of the Argentine and foreign 
soldiers and sailors, came early in the 
afternoon. The place of honor in the 
procession had been given to the marines 
from the foreign men-of-war, which 
had come.from all parts of the 
world to do honor to the rising nation, 
As these marines marched in the alpha- 
betical order of thelr countries, the first 
place was accorded to America, and as 
the marines from the five American ves- 
nels, the Chester, the Tennessee, the Mon- 
tana, the North Carolina and the Da- 
kota, led by Admiral Staunton, swurig 
past with clastic tread, their fine ap- 

rance, splendid physique and martial 
fenton drew shouts of admiration from 
the half mao le who witnessed 
the display, style of marching, 


with its free yet stately awing, con: 
trasted atrongly with the stiff military 
tread of some of the navies» which fol- 
lowed them, 

ihe total number of foreign marines 
was about 3000, After them came some 
22,000 Argentine soldiers of afl arma, 
whose appearance astonished the assem: 
bled multitudes. 

In the evening, the city was brilliantly 
iluminatel, although occasional dark 
patches showed that the electric power 
necessary for such a grandiose exhibition 
had been somewhat underestimated. In 
the evening, also, there was a gala per- 
formance at the Opera when Verdi's 
“Otello” was rendered in a masterly 
manner by some of the greatest artists 
of the day. | 

At this performance, Major-General 
Wood and Mrs. Wood were conspicuous 
among the foreign representatives. Alto- 
gether, it can only be said that the cele- 
bration of the centenary of Argentine 
liberty has been carried: out on a scale 
and in a manner worthy of the occasion.

BERLIN'S STREETS USED FOR SKATING LARGER ACREAGE 15 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
BERLIN—It may be stated without 


fear of contradiction that Berlin is the 
cleanest city in the world. There is a 
genéral appearance of symmetry and of 
uniformity in the German capital as a 
whole, an@ yet there is no lack ‘of pleas- 
ing variety in the aspect of its dwell- 
ing houses, of its busy streets, and of 
its broad tlforoughfares. Berliners live 
in flats. The great blocks of buildings 
enclose spacious courtyards with, wher- 


ever practicable, miniature reproductions 
of the asphalt-bordered beds of shrubs 
and trees which, on a larger scale, are the 
unique characteristics of the beautiful 
platz, or open central spaces of the town. 
Berlin is also a practically smokeless 
city. Peat briquettes, gas, coke and an- 
thracite are responsible for nearly all the 
heating required, while gas is more gen- 
erally used in cooking than the less 
easily manipulated soft coal. There are 
no smoky chimneys, and no smuts,. 

The streets are not only surprisingly 
clean, but are literally never dirty. 
There are some stone-set roads, and a 
very occasional wooden one, but three 
fourths of the road surface is asphalt. 
As a result the smooth surface of the 
broad roads is not only kept rigorously 
clean, but it makes all but the busiest 
thoroughfares a huge roller skating rink 
for the young of both sexes. The side 
paths have a narrow strip of flagstones 
down the center bordered, as in all the 
platz gardens, with a mosaic stone in 
ornamental lines, and starry shapes and 
figures, define in shades of slate and 
atone color, An army of scavengers, in 
neat uniform, work day and night, in 
alternate shifts, with every sort of clever 
contrivance to clean thoroughly and 
effectively, 

In those platz in which bi-weekly mar: 
kete are held among the trees and cen: 
ter plots of shrubs and grass, one may 
hear the firat sounds of the peasant folk

erecting their separate sheds and booths 
in the early morning, and business be- 
gins before 8 o’clock. But not the small- 
est coin’s worth may be sold after 1 
o'clock. -By 2 o'clock the market people 
with their belongings have vanished from 
the scene, and their place is taken by 
the well-trained scavengers. In an hour 
the rubbish and dirt have disappeared 
and the trim watercarts have given the 
first wash down before the busy brooms. 
Then comes a powerful hose flooding and 
rinsing everything, until by 5 o'clock no 
one would guess that a market had been 
held on the already dry pathways, 

Another reason for Berlin's clean 
atreets is the little horse traffic. When 
a heavy shower, a continuous downpour, 
make temporary puddles and wet or 
running surfaces there is still no mud or 
slime, and one is sure to wake in the 
morning to find the streets as clean and 
shining as ever, 

In the west center of Berlin is the 
beautiful Tiergarten, or park, with its 
grand old trees, shady riding roads, and 
paths of soft gravel, interlacing the 


—— 


broad, smooth asphalt roads with their 
numberless statues. The many beautiful 
platz, where intersecting roadways, and 
circumambient tramlines, show an ex- 
panse of avenues and clumps of ftlower- 
ing trees and shrubs in ornamental grass | 
shapes, carpeted with mosaic stonework, | 
are all connected by broad streets with 
unbroken lines of beautiful trees, linked 
with ropes of trailing Virginia creeper, 
with a broad center gravel path, bordered 
with sweet-scented flower beds, and jn- 
cluding in many cases, ridie road ave- 
nues on one side, These all make Berlin, 
in her present garb of summer green, 
lovely beyond compare, 

So fond are the people of flowers and 
green that not only are front window 
flower boxes in much evidence, but bal- 
conies in gartenhaus seclusion are lined 
with boxes of trailing vines, and = so 
ubiquitous is the green of floral decora- 
tion that there can scarcely be a window 
in the whole city where the eyes of the 
closest. prisoner are not gladdened by 
the sight of some bit of summer loveli-

should be done. This is one of the rea- 
sons of the distaste which is frequently 
manifested for work of this kind. 

The new plan to be tried in Brighton, 
if properly carried out, should prove a 
great blessing. Germany has carried on 
this system in great perfection for some 
time, notably at Karlsruhe, where a 
splendid training school for domestic ser- 
vants has been established by the Baden 
Women’s Union. Several ladies of limited 
means are provided with two unfurnighed 
rooms, coal, light, board and attend- 
ance for £54 and upwards, according 
to the size and position of the rooms 
occupied. The principal meals are taken 
in a common dining-room, unless it is 
specially desired to take them in private, 
which can be done by paying extra. The 
whole service is performed by girls 
between the ages of 15 and 19, who pos- 
sess the necessary qualifications of good 
character, a satisfactory education, etc. 
The sum charged them is £17 10s., al- 
though in cases where this cannot be paid 
in full they are given some assistance. 

They learn how to wash, make their 
clothes and -mend (and this German 
women do most beautifully), to lay the 
table, care for glass and silver, to wait 
at meals and to do their duties punc- 
tually and methodically. In the after- 
noon theoretical teaching is given them 
in a simple but thoroughly interesting 
manner, and they are expected to re- 
spond to this teaching 
state what they have been taught in 
clear grammatical language. 

There jis no strained effort about the 
tuition. It is kept well in mind that 
it is given with a view to fitting them 
for all-round practical service and use- 
fulness and. no attempt is made to teach 
them what is superfluous and unneces- 
sary to a sound, workable and intelli- 
gent understanding of the duties to be 
performed. The borders take a great 
interest in the domestic students and 
are often able to get them work. The 
head of the establishment being a 
thoroughly practical and motherly 
woman, @ pleasant home atmosphere

The figures issued by the government 
statistician show that the wool clip for 
1909-10 was 76,679,609, as compared 
with 68,930,200 pounds in the previous 
season. The total clip is stated to be 
larger by more than 10 per cent than 
that of 1908-09 and the average weight 
of the fleece for last season was nearly 
13 per cent heavier than for the previous 
year, 

There were 2,097,162 acres of land 
sown with wheat, or 317,257 acres more 
than in the previous season. The yield 
amounted to 28,780,000 bushels, the 
largest ever garnered in the atate. The 
average of 13.72 bushels per acre was 
also the highest with the exception of 
104, 

In referring to the matter at a meet- 
ing of the Colonial Bank the chairman 
said that the aurplus available for ex- 
port last year was 15,100,000 bushels, 
while the amount available this year 
was 20,530,000 bushels, valued at 
over $20,000,000.

RATIONAL GOLF 


BY JASON ROGERS. |

In the present-day demand for the 
class of hole which usually necessitates 
the approach shot being played with a 
wooden club or a powerful iron club, 
one rather sighs for a few more of the 
old stamp of hole, says Harold H. Hil- 
ton in Vanity Fair. On of the 
latest creations in courses I played upon 
last autumn there was not a single good 
drive-and-pitch hole on the course; in 
truth, the choice was somewhat limited, 
as there were only two holes in the 
whole 18 which to the average long 
driver could classed drive-and- 
pitch holes, and éven these were almost 
more than this when plaved against a 
fair breeze. 
left in my mind was that it was a good, 
but nevertheless monotonous, test of 
the game, as, unless,I made a mistake, 
I never had a real pitch shot to play the 
whole of the way round, and mistakes 
will disorganize the length of the holes 
on any,course.

after week--—it savors of full monotony 
—and courses as laid out in the present 
era of golf are truly very similar as re- 
gards the length of the holes. 

It must be acknowledged that when 
one does come across holes of the true 
drive-and-pitch variety it is invariabky a 
poor stamp of that class of hole, no 
doubt for the reason that those respon- 
sible for the laying out of the links have 
yot the fact imbued into their minds 
that a hole of this class is not a good 
stamp of hole. Thus the drive-and-pitch 
hole owes its very existence to the fact 
that it is merely a connecting link in 
structure of the courke in the sense that 
it has been created so as to allow other 
holes to be made a good length, a species 
of evil necessary on account of the limi- 
tations of the ground at command, 

On many courses one will find holes of 
such a character stowed away in the 
middle of the course, and the invariable 
reason for their presence and existence 
is that the man who laid out the course 
found it necessary to arrive at a certain 
spot on the ground at command, and 
could not arrive there without dovetail. 
ing in a bad-length, characterless hole. 
It will generally be found that this con- 
necting link is a hole of the drive and 
short-iron shot variety, and, in conse- 
quence, good holes of this class are 
difficult on any first-class links. 

The truth is that the drive-and-pitch 
hole is never given even half a chance 
by the linke’ architect, as when prospect- 
ing ground he never even looks for a 
situation which would supply a testing 
drive and short-iron approach distance, 
If he finds a tract of ground which ap. 
peals to him as a spot where he can 
place a putting green which is difficult 
to approach, he promptly marks it off 
as an ideal spot for a short hole, as he 
must have good short holes. Then he 
looks out for his idea of ground suitable 
to the making of long two-shot holes, 
and, finally, for the long stretches of 
ground suitable to thrge-shot holes, 


gories his full complement of 18 holes, 
and as there should be at least two 
shortish two-shot holes he will create 
them by shortening some of his long 
two-shot holes, and you may he sure he 
will pick the worst of these upon which 
to experiment, There is no wonder that 
one seldom comes across a good sample 
of the much-maligned drive-and-piteh 
hole, as they are invariably the creation 
of expediency or accident,

College Value to People 
Discussed by the Orator 


William Richard Ohler of Bethel, 
Conn., class oraton speaking on “Har- 
vard and the Community,” said, in part: 

“The age in which we at present are 
living makes great demands upon the 
services of educated men. Ours is a 
time of industrial expansion and of in- 
dustrial struggle. We must consider the 
development of the whole community. 

“One of the great issues of our day 
is the demand which the common people 
are making for a share in the govern- 
ment and in the wealth and alse in the 
educational privileges of the nation. 
More and more are educational institu- 
tions coming to realize their obligations 
in this respect. A strong feature of 
Harvard's policy during the last decade 
has been the sincere attempt to extend 
the usefulness of the college. The 
' Lowell Institute courses, the summer 
school and Radcliffe College are examples 
of this policy of extension. 

“The future of Harvard, like the 
future of every educational institution, 
must in the long run be determined by 
the usefulness of the institution to the 
state or community. . The narrow margin 
by which the college taxation bill was 
defeated last fall, and the critical finan- 
cial condition in which Harvard would 
be placed were such a bill to become a 
law, are considerations which cause us to 
realize the seriousness of the problem. 
_ Harvard's only defense against such a 
misfortune is her sincerity in serving 
the state. 

“No thoughtful Harvard graduate who 
has any interest whatsoever in public 
questions of the day can be blind to the 
need of the country for strong men to 


direct her political affairs. Not only are | poon 


cwpable men needed in office but also 
they are needed in the various branches 
of political research. Such problems as 
taxation and mynicipal accounting rep- 
resetit fields of political activity which 
are far from being overcrowded. 

“As Harvard men we are called upon 
to strengthen the name of Harvard 
throughout the country. In this laud- 
able ambition may we never forget that 
the finest service we can render our 


alma mater is through service to the 
ane Fortunately Harvard has 
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not lacked in men who pcssess this high 
degree of loyalty. Of the many such 
men who could be named no man has 
served Harvard better in this respect 
than ex-President Eliot. . Never can it 
be said of him that he placed Harvard 
before the community. Always his first 
service was to the public, and who can 
say that Harvard’s position in the na- 
tion has not grown under his guidance. 
Equally fortunate are we to have in 
President Lowell a man who in like 
measure has caught the vision of Har- 
vard’s place in the nation, Himself a 
man of affairs, President Lowell is bent 
upon uniting Harvard, in every way pos- 
sible, with the life of the country. 

“The country judges Harvard through 
her sons. Harvard needs our gifts, but 
she needs! greater our influence as public 
servants. Once Harvard has become a 
national institution, once her life has 
become ingrafted in the life of the na- 
tion, she need never want in financial 
support. May we always remember that 
the life which will cause our alma mater 
the greatest pleasure and pride is the 
life lived in the service of the com- 
munity.”

ITHACA, N. Y.—-Thousands of senior 
week guests watched the Cornell seniors 
march to the armory to receive their 
diplomas Thursday from President 
Schurman. 

The address by President Schurman 
was.devoted mainly to the late Goldwin 
Smith, the bulk of whose large fortune 
goes to Cornell. 

“The foundation of Goldwin Smith’s 
political philosophy,” said Dr. Schurman, 
“was the maxim he caused to be carved 
on the stone seat which he placed on the 
campus of Cornell University, ‘Above All 
Nations Is Humanity.’ An Englishman 
by birth, he was proud of the historic 
ideals and traditions and loyal to the 
genuine interests of England; but he 


sternly refused to identify those inter- } 


ests and ideals with territorial acquisi- 
tions, with selfish aggrandizement. 

“Mighty forces operating upon the two 
kindred American nations can scarcely 
fail to mold them to a common interna- 
tional destiny. And thus, in substance 
if not in form, Goldwin Smith’s dream of 
continental union may ‘de actually ful- 
filled. With it. may also come—is it not 
already rapidly approaching ?—the moral 
union of all the English-speaking nations 
and their alliance,: for the purpose of 
maintaining the peace of the world and 
the settlement of international disputes 
by the arbitration of The Hague.”

AAUDE TOLAND oEED

“When we think of Harvard or Yale, 
the former dating from 1638 and the 
latter from 1701, we think of them as old 
universities,” says a writer in the Ameri. 
can Educational Review; “but when we 
pass to the other side of the world we 
discover that even the oldest American 
universities are in reality very young in- 
stitutions. 

“The oldest educational institution in 
the world is the University of El Ashar, 
Cairo, founded in the year 988 by the 
great Saladin. It is the central seat of 
learning for the whole Mohammedan 
world. It occupies an ancient mosque 
in the Arab quarter of Cairo, surrounded 
by a confusing maze of narrow streets. 

“The old mosque covers several acres 
and consists of a series of courts sur- 
rounded by long cloisters with low roofs 
supported by forests of columns. The 
floors of red tiles are covered daily by a 
multitude of men and boys, squatting 
in semicircles around their teachers, who 
sit with their backs to the columns 
lecturing in monotones. 

“The chancellor of the university is al- 
ways a descendant of the prophet and is 
usually a man of ability and learning. 


‘He occupies apartments in El Ashar and 


is not only the supreme educational but 
the ecclesiastical head of the church in 
Egypt. 

“There is no organization similar to 
that in modern universities. Any repu- 
table man who desires to teach can ob- 
tain the privilege by applieation and is 
assigned a column where he may sit and 
impart knowledge as he thinks proper. 
His fame or ability will attract more or 
less students and disciples, who pay him 
fees according to their means. 

“The next oldest institution in the 
world is the University of Parma, Italy, 
which was founded in 1025. 


“The oldest institution in territory 
belonging to the United States is the 
University of St. Thomas at Manila, 
which was founded in 1605. The oldest 
in America is the University of San 
Marcos at Lima, Peru, founded in 1551. 
The second oldest is the University of 
Cordoba, Argentine Republic, founded in 
1713. 

“The University of Berlin, which 
stands next to that of Paris in numbers, 
was not founded until 1809, but has a 
total of 13,881 students all told, with 
9249 in actual attendance upon the lec- 
tures at the university buildings. 

“The largest institution in South 
America is the National University of 
the Argentine Republic at Buenos Aires, 
with 2650 students, The largest insti- 
tution in Canada is the University of 
Toronto, with 2647 students. 

“The University of London, which has 
767 instructors, has 6341 students and 
ranks among the great universities of 
modern times.

MAYUH TO QUESTION 
NAMING Wh. ERNST 
FOR RESEARCH WORK 


Mayor Fitzgerald is surprised at the 
action of the finance commission in re- 
porting George A. O. Ernst as the head of 
the new research bureau at a salary of 
$5000 a year, and the mayor will at 
once ask for an opinion from the corpora- 
tion counsel for an interpretation of the 
ordinance which the city council passed 
creating this bureau. 

It is generally believed throughout 
city hall that it was never intended for 
a head of this bureau to be appointed, 
but that the finance commission should 
organize it, appointing on its staff only 
experts in the specific lines of uplift 
with which the bureau would have to 
deal. 

It is intimated at city hall that the 
city council on the occasion of its next 
meeting will be called upon to rescind the 
order creating this bureau, and that the 
attempt to get a real uplift organiza- 
tion which shall work in conjunction 
with the finance commission will be 
started anew. 

Mr. Ernst was a member of the former 
finance commission and a political oppon- 
ent of Mayor John F. Fitzgerald. 

The finance commission made the ap- 
pointment and set the salary at $5000 
per year and Guy C. Emerson, former 
superintendent of streets under the late 
Mayor George A. Hibbard, was named 
to a position of engineer of the research 
board. 

Mr. Ernst figured in the last munici- 
pal campaign as a stanch supporter of 
the candidacy of James J. Storrow for 
mayor. He is a Republican in politics. 
As a member of the original finance 
commission that drew up the Boston 
city charter amendments, he came out 
strongly in favor of acceptance of the 
set of amendments known as plan 2. 

He hag made a special study of Mas- 
sachusetts law in its bearing on the prop- 
erty rights of women and is a believer 
in the principles of woman suffrage. He 
has also devoted some attention to liter- 
ature, contributing to periodicals and 
translating articles from the French. He 
is the author of “Law of Married Wom- 
en in Massachusetts.” He has been a 
member of the Boston Bar Association 
since 1877 and is identified with a num- 
ber of social and civic organizations.

SOME TRIED RECIPES. 
A CROWN OF LAMB. 

A pleasing change from the usual lamb 
chop served at luncheon is the crown of 
lamb, which is nothing more than the 
same chops from the ribs, of course, 
divided through the back bone, and not 
quite through at the flesh side. They 
are then turned round and shaped into 
a circle with the flesh side inside, If the 
ends of the ribs are trimmed cover them 
with buttered paper while cooking to 
prevent burning, and then with paper 
ruffles when served. Usually the chops 
on each side of the Jamb are used, and 
the two half circles are tied into one, 
making about 10 or 12 chops in all. 
Put the crown into a pan in a hot oven, 
and cook from 15 to 20 minutes, or until 
the fat is brown and crisp and the flesh 
pink and juicy. When done remove it 
to a hot platter, untie and fill the center 
with peas nicely seasoned. In serving, 
divide at the bottom and serve one 
whole chop to each person. 

PINEAPPLES AND STRAWBERRIES. 

To serve pineapples and strawberries 
together, pare, core and remove the eyes 
from one small pineapple and cut into 
small cubes. Pick over, wash and hull 
one pint of strawberries. Fill a glass 
serving dish with alternating layers of 
cubes of pineapple and _ strawberries, 
sprinkling each layer liberally with pow- 
dered sugar. Garnish the edges and 
center of the dish with a few unhulled 
berries and serve. 

FRUIT PUNCH. 

Melt two cups of sugar in six cups of 
boiling water and let it come to a boil. 
Cool, add one cup of orange juice, one 
cup of lemon juice, one cup of sirup 
drained from preserved berries of any 
kind. Have one half cup of preserved 


fruit and one-quarter cup of fresh pine- 


apple cut in dice and chilled.. Put the 
fruit in a punch bowl, pour on the cold 
sirup, and it is ready to serve; if too 
strong, add chipped ice. : 
COMPOTE OF GOOSEBERRIES. 

Top and tail one quart of goose- 
berries, which should not be very ripe. 
Make a pint of syrup and when it boils 
put in the gooseberries; simmer until 
the fruit is nicely pulped and tender 
without being broken; then dish the 
gooseberries on a@ glass dish, boil down 
the syrup for four minutes, pour over 
the gooseberries and serve cold. 

PINEAPPLE PRESERVE. 

Pineapples make a delicious preserve if 
done in this way: Grate half a dozen 
pineapples and measure. Take three- 
quarters of a cup of pineapple and fill 
the cup with cold water; then take a 
cup of granulated sugar and put into a 
pot. Boil until the pineapple becomes 
clear, skimming frequently to remove all 
the scum that comes to the top. When 
the syrup clings to the spoon it is done 
and should stand until it is cool before 
putting it into the glasses,—Philadelphia 
Record.

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OUR TRADE. WITH COUNTRIES 
OF THE WESTERN HEMISPHERE 


Exports of United States Increase Eighty-Five Millions 
in Eleven Months, While There Is a Decrease of 
Fourteen Millions to Eastern Hemisphere. 


WASHINGTON —An increase of 885.- 
000,000 in exports from the United 
States to other countries of the Weatern 


hemisphere and a decrease of $14,000,009 | to « 
jin those to the eastern hemisphere dur 
jing the 11 months of the 
July pork $23.62; | year is an interesting fact developed by 
‘an analysis of the vear’s trade made by 
‘the bureau of statistics of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. 


The figures show that the gaina in 


exports occurred in those parts of the 


which foodstuffs constitute an important 
part of the import trade. 
mestic exports to the various grand di- 
visions last vear, manufactures formed, 
in the case of North America, 60 per 
cent, South America over 8&5 per cent, 
Oceania 85 per cent, and Africa 60 per 
cent of the total, and to these sections 
of the world the exports from 
United States increased; while in the | 
case of Europe, to which anual 
formed nearly 30 per cent and food- 
stuffs 31 per cent of the exports, and 
Asia, to which manufactures formed 70 
per cent and foodstuffs 10 per cent of 
the exports from the United States 
there were decreases during the year. 
The new world is rapidly increasing 
the share which it takes of products of 
the United States and is, as shown by 
the figures already quoted, responsible 
for practically all the gain of 71,000,000 
made in the exports of the United States. 
While Oceania shows a gain of 8,000,000 
and Africa a gain of $1,000,000 in the 
value of exports thereto during the 11 
months, their gain of $9,000,000 is ‘more 
than offset by a loss of $23,000,000 in 


> /exports to Europe and Asia. 


In 1890 America took 154% per cent of 
the total exports from the United States; 
in 1900 16% per cent and in the fiscal 
year now closing will take over 26 per 
cent, unless the month of June should 
_ a marked decline in the share of 
the export trade going to American coun- 
tries. ? 

Twenty years ago the exports to all 
America from the United States were 
valued at $133,000,000 dellars, in 1910 
they wilt probably exceed $475,000,000 ; 
their relation to the total exports having 
increased, as already indicated, from 
15% to more than 26 per cent. This 
means a gain in exports to America in 
20 years of more than 250 per cent, while 
to all other parts of the world the ex- 
ports from the United States. were in- 
creasing but 80 per cent. 

Considering separately the exports to 
the various grand divisions, those from 
the United States to North America dur- 
ing the 11 months’ period increased from 
$280,000,000 in 1909 to nearly $350,000,- 
000 in 1910; those to South America, 
from $70,000,000 in 1909 to about $85,- 
000,000 in 1910; those to Oceania, from 
$37,000,000 in 1909 to $45,000,000 in 1910, 
and those to Africa from less than $16,- 
000,000 in 1909 to about $17,000,000 in 
1910; while exports to Europe meantime 
decreased from $1,077,000,000 in the 11 
months ending with May, 1909, to $1,065,- 
000,000 in the corresponding period of 
1910, and those to Asia from $65,500,000 
to about $55,000,000, 

The relative changes in the exports to 
the various grand divisions were, there- 
fore, to North America, a gain of 25 per 
cent; South America, a gain of about 20 
per cent; Oceania, a gain of 20 per cent, 
and Africa, a gain of nearly 10 per cent; 
and to Asia, a decrease of about 15 per 
cent, and to Europe a decrease of about 
1 per cent. 

The principal gains made in the ex- 
ports to North America occurred in the 
trade with Canada, Mexico, Panama and 
Cuba. To Canada exports from the Uni- 
ted States increased from $147,000,000 
in the 11 months ending with May, 1909, 
to over $194,000,000 in the correspond- 
ing period of 1910; to Mexico, from $46,- 
000,000 to $53,000,000; to Cuba, from 
$40,000,000 to about $48,000,000; and to 
Panama, from $15,000,000 to nearly $19,- 
000,000. 

To Bermuda, British Honduras and all 

the Central American states except Sal- 
vador the exports of the present year 
show substantial gains over those of the 
corresponding period of last year. 
While the individual increases made in 
the exports to the various South Ameri- 
can countries are not so large as in the 
various sections of North America, they 
extend to nearly all its important politi- 
cal divisions. 

To Argentina the 11 months’ exports 
increased from less than $31,000,000 in 
1909 to $37,000,000 in 1910; those to 
Brazil, from less than $16,000,000 to 
nearly $21,000,000; those to Chile, from 
abqut $5,000,000 to $7,750,000; to Uru- 
guay, from $3,000,000 to nearly $4,000,- 
000; to Colombia, from $3,333,333 to $3,- 
500,000; to Ecuador, from $1,666,666 to 
$2,000,000; to Venezuela, from $2,333,333 
to $2,500,000; while exports to Dutch 
Guiana gained $100,000, and those to 
Paraguay gained about $15,000. Slight 
decreases occurred in the exports to the 
j remaining countries of South America; 
in the case of British Guiana, about 
$100,000; Bolivia, $150,000; Peru, $120,- 
000, and French Guiana, nearly $40,000.

licensees to the fourth condition of their licenses in which are described those persons 
(minors, intoxicated persons and others) to whom liquor must not be sold. 

The Board once more not only calls the attention of licensees to this condition 
of their licenses, but also emphasizes its opinion that the sale of liquor to a minor of 
either sex (that is, a person under the age of twenty-one years) has been and is re- 


garded by it as one of the most serious violations of the law. 


The law also forbids a 


licensee to allow a minor to loiter upon the licensed premises, and the Board again re- 
. « . ? ° 

quests that licensees prevent, so far as possible, the presence on the premises of all 

minors unaccompanied by their parents or guardians, or the loitering about the prem- 


ises of all minors, especially young women, newsboy 


s, messenger boys and others. The 


board insists that licensees, especially innholders and those conducting cafes and res- 
taurants, prevent their establishments from being used as loitering places by all per- 
sons, men or women, whose conduct is conducive to disorder. 

licensees are remitided that by vote of the Board June 18, 1907, of which notice 
‘was duly given, only those licensees (except innholders) who have been specifically, 
granted the privilege, may serve women with liquor to be drunk on the premises and 


then only at tables. 


The Board repeats its statement that it objects to the display, in or about the 
premises of any holder of a liquor license, of any Political Poster, Political Cartoon, 
Polittcal Portrait or Political Advertisement, and requests that licensees permit no such 
display ; also that it objects to the circulation on such premises of Nomination Papers 
in behalf of any candidate for any office and tb the solicitation on such premises by 
licensees or their employees of signatures to such papers, and again requests that such 
circulation and solicitation be not allowed _ by licensees. 

Because of repeated requests for transfers and new locations resulting in part from 
recent legislation, the Board states for the information of all interested that during the 
present license year no transfers of liquor licenses of any kind whatsoever into suburban 


districts will be granted. 


With due regard to present conditions, the Board will hereafter apply the legal 
restrictions governing the location of liquor licenses in the vicinity of public schools to 
well established PRIVATE SCHOOLS of acknowledged standing.

Curiously enough, the Isle of Wight, 
of Which Carisbrooke happens to be al- 
most the exact center, is conspicuously | 
lacking in eventful records, apart from 
the story of this old ruin and its ivy- 
elad walls, with its dignified looking 
keep, its pretty picturesque gateway, 
and the lovely view from its battlements. 
Accepting, therefore, in brief the fact 
that Charles I. was a prisoner here for 
the apace of a year or so, and that his 
attempted escape through a window 
proved unsuccessful, let us see in what 
relation these stand to contemporary 
events in England during the middle 
"408 of the, seventeenth century. 

The series of misunderstandings that 
culminated in what is generally known 
as the “great rebellion” was not a dis- 
agreement between classes, nor between 
King and people, but rather the outcome 
of the gradual evolution of parliament- 
ary principles, calling for more constitu- 
tional methods of government. This had 
been developing step by step for a very 
long period, even under the masterly 
hand of the Tudors, though we may well 
doubt whether these events would have 
followed when they did had Henry VIII. 
and Charles T. changed places. 

After the surrender of Oxford, Charles 
found himself not only without an army, 
but to all intents and purposes without 
a party. The Parliament, that long Par- 
liament so much ridiculed and yet so

It 
was at this juncture that he elected-to 
go to the camp of the Scots, that lay 
then as far south from the border as 
Newark. They, for reasons too lengthy 
for discussion here, delivered him to the 
Parliament, whose commissioners lodged 
him in Holmby house, whence the army, 
stepping forward in the person of Cornet 
Joyce, without further ceremony removed 
him to Hampton court. 

Perhaps it will never be known ex- 
actly what motive prompted the King’s 
next move, even Clarendon, his faithful 


tendants. His subsequent reappearance 
on the Hampshire coast, after spending 
a day and a half in the saddle, makes it 
reasonable to suppose that it was prob- 
ably his intention to make for the con- 
tinent or the Channel islands, though this 
is only surmise. 

But now to make a longish story short. 
No ship was at hand, whether one had 
been expected or no, Negotiations were 
then opened with one Colonel Hammond, 
a stanch supporter of the army and re- 
cently appointed to the governorship of 
the Isle of Wight. An interview followed 
and Charles subsequently returned with 
him, apparently without any particular 
terms. It was in this way that he came 
to Carisbrooke in the autumn of 1647.

bility acknowledged when Congress appointed a committee such as 
this of which Mr. Lodge is chairman. Whether the contention of 
the people be right or wrong it is not germane to discuss here; that 
question will be settled by the fitness of things and is in process of 
settlement now. 

But the functions of the committee, like any other appointed in 
moments of great national interest in important matters, were 
perfectly clear. Its members were to gather facts, and as well as 


_ they might be able were to draw conclusions that should be submitted 


to the people. What have they done? Although they were unable 


to give a report on their investigations until the next session of 


Congress, they find time to furnish through their chairman so much 
of their conclusions as shall provide a political party with arguments 
for its:spokesmen in the next election.

—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—" road bill, the conservation bill, the statehood 
bill and the postal savings bank bill, toward the enactment of which 
the President has directed his energy and his influence. He stood 
pledged to the strengthening of the interstate commerce commission 
and he has carried through the provision creating a commerce court 
and the provision creating a special committee to investigate the 
extent to which railroad stocks are watered. He has been compelled 
to contend against powerful influences and almost innumerable 
obstacles in his efforts to secure the passage of a postal savings bank 
law, but he has won the fight. There were times when it appeared 
next to impossible that he would be able to redeem the pledge he 
had made to the two remaining territories, but he has sueceeded here 
also. From a Congress disturbed to a great degree by factional 
disputes he has been able to exact much corrective and useful legisla- 
tion, Nearly every branch of the public service will be improved by 
the work of the session, and much of this work was outlined and 
recommended by the executive. 

By no means least among the President's triumphs is the provi- 
sion made for the maintenance of the tariff board.  High-taritf 
men and revisidnists alike are agreed that the carrying through of 
the idea behind this board will mean inevitably a radical change in 
the method of framing our tariff laws and a radical change in the 
tariff itself. Recognition of this fact made it all the more dithcult 
for the President to save one of the few redeeming features of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law. But stubborn adherence to the point that 
the party platform’ was committed to a measure of this kind, and 
stubborn insistence upon his right to make good his ante-election 
promises to the people, in which the party tacitly concurred, helped 
him to include this among his victories. |

It hecame necessary for the Ohio Democrats in order 
to show their preference for him as a standard bearer to display a 
coldness of attitude toward the present national leader, Mr. Bryan. 
There is reason to believe that this of itself will britg back to the 
party many who wandered away from it because of their Indisposi- 
tion to accept the Bryan issues. Moreover, it is openly admitted 
on the Republican side that Judson Harmon's brand of Democracy 
is of the kind which thousands of dissatished Republicans would tind 
it no difficult matter to adopt, especially if the Republican party 
shall be forced by the majority to cling in the next campaign to high 
protection and other doctrines which have of late become obnoxious 
to the radical element. 

It will be necessary, before indulging in speculation that is likely 
to be profitable with regard to Mr. Harmon and his future, to learn 
first of all whether or not his state wishes to continue him in the 
Governor's chair for another two years. If it does, then it may 
be taken for granted that the name of Harmon will become a very 
prominent one in the politics of the country long before Mr. Taft's 
term expires.

matter of satisfaction to the British government if the next meet- 
ing was held in Boston, which he regarded as the “hub” of culture 
as well as a great city of commerce. The whole incident 1s comph- 
mentary to Boston and will serve to give additional weight to the 
oft-repeated comment of the stranger within the walls, to the eftect 
that Boston is not fully conscious of its high standing as a community 
at home and abroad or of the opportunities which its wide and 
exceptional reputation makes possible. 

However this may be, the delegates appear to have been unani- 
mous in the opinion that Boston would fit naturally and gracefully 
with the group of cities—including Liege, Milan, Prague and Lon- 
don—in which their congresses have already been held. These 
gatherings are rather representative than large, the attendance 
averaging not more than 400, but their importance is everywhere 
recognized. The first congress of the organization to be held on 
American soil should certainly equal if it does not surpass in interest 
any held elsewhere. All questions of international concern come 


properly within the province of discussion at these biennial meetings. 


No country is more fruittul.than this in topics calculated to call 
forth an instructive interchange of views, and in no other country 
can questions of international policy and comity be handled with 
wider latitude and greater freedom. When we add that in no city 
anvwhere is the atmosphere more congenial than in: Boston for 
enlightened controversy of all kinds, we shall have found a sufficient 
reason for the selection just made.

Basis ' last analysis, inventions are esteemed and are 
i recognized in the world’s activities in pro- 
portion to the degree of utility that they 
develop. An invention to be in every sense successful must, when 
once applied, become indispensable. 

It will be recalled that in the beginning of the series of experi- 
ments that have given us the dirigible balloon and the aeroplane in 
their present advanced stage, the disposition was to measure the value 
of the machines by their possible adaptability to the uses of warfare. 
Gradually the minds of the inventors and the public alike have come 
to measure their value by their possible adaptability to the world’s 
peaceful pursuits, and this change of thought seems to have mani- 
testedl itself simultaneously on both sides of the Atlantic. In 
Europe, as in the United States, interest aroused by the remarkable 
feats in aeronautics recently accomplished is now centering on the 
practicability of commercializing the airship. It is in response to 
the demand thus created that Count Zeppelin has just given another 
wonderful demonstration of the carrying capacity and speed of a 
dirigible machine, the net result of which is summed up in this 
passage from the cabled report: “Count Zeppelin demonstrated the 
alvantage of an air route in the section of the country traversed. 
The Deutschland (carrying twenty passengers) cut the railroad time 
one third between Mannheim and Dusseldorf (136 miles), covering 
the distance in four hours, the railway express time being six hours.”’ 

In this country prizes are now being offered aviators who shall 
inake similar demonstrations with aeroplanes. This is logically the 
next step in air navigation. We are all satisfied that longer voyages 
than any thus far made by aeroplanes or dirigibles are possible. 
What we are all desirous of learning now is whether the airship can 
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‘be commercialized, and most of us are beginning to believe that it 


can, and that the advancement in the next few years in air navigation 
will be as great and as striking as that which has occurred in the 
development of the present established systems of land and water 
transportation. 


THE present more-than-a-billion-dollar-session of Congress 
shows that as an economist ““Uncle Sam” is not a happy success. It 
is obvious that the much discussed spirit of “conservation” has not 
reached as far as his pocket-book.

As a 
step in this direction, like other friends of 
honest tariff revision and thorough tariff 
reform, we have accepted the tariff board 
created by the Payne tariff law. It is highly encouraging to find 
now that popular interest in this matter has grown to such an extent 
that the National Tariff Commission Association, composed of busi- 
ness men throughout the United States, is able to muster 85,000 
members in protesting against the continued agitation during the 
summer on the tariff, in connection with the congressional elections. 

What this association demands is that a body be created which, 
as Senator Beveridge said, shall have plenary power to “dig deep 
into” the entire tariff question, with the view of adjusting the ques- 
tions involved on a sane and just business basis. The hope of all 
those who would remove this matter from political discussion and 
have it treated solely as a question of concern to the trade and com- 
merce of the country is that popular interest in the creation of a 
tariff commission shall continue to grow until by the time the next 
Congress comes together. there will be no excuse in political circles 
for ignoring it.
